A XEW SYNAGOGUE TO BE BUILT. 

The Hebrew Congregation, Boai Sholom, has 
had a peculiar history for the last five years.

The New York Times prints some state- 
ments concerning the character of the coun- 
try through which Tom Seort’s Texas Pacific 
Road must run, if it is constructed, which 
are not generally known, and which are 
mainly derived from a report made by Jzr- 
rerson Davis, who also at one time favored 
the route along tue 32d parallel. The road 
runs through a country with sufficient wood 
and water until it reaches the eastern border 
of the Llano Estacado, or Staked Plain, 


| which is about 550 miles west of the Missis- 


sippi, and near the 100th meridian. Across 
this plain, the road runs 145 miles to the 
Pecos River, through an arid country which 
is destitute of water during the larger part of 
the year, and never has enough for railroad 
purposes. From the Pecos to the Rio Grande, 
163 miles, three mountain chains have to be 
crossed, and in this stretch of country there 
is not water enough for any agricultural pur- 
poses. From the Rio Grande to the Gila 
River the road will pass over a great, water- 
less, desert plain, broken by short ranges of 
mountains. The correspondent of the Times 
says: 

le miles there are only five points 
where water may be found at all seagons of the year, 
the distances between the water stations varying from 
63 to 80 miles. One stretch without water, excepta 
small stream, at some seasons of the year, is 152 miles 
long, which Mr. Davis says in his report is not so 
great a distance that railroad trains could not cross it, 
when special arrangements have been made for the 
purpose. The entire distance through the arid desert 
lands, which cannot, under any circumstances, be cul- 
tivated, is at least 1,200 miles, Inno part of this dis- 
tance is agriculture possible beyond the cultivation of 
small patches of ground where there happens to be a 
little water for irrigation. 

Apart from all other adverse considerations, 
and the very forcible one that one Company 
has already agreed to construct the road out 
of private capital, is it worth the while of 
the Government to guarantee Tom Soort’s 
bonds at the rate of $35,000 a mile, when 
1,200 miles of thé road are in a country with- 
out water, which can never be settled, and 
cam never produce anything but cactuses? 
If it is worth the while of the Government 
to throw away money in this fashion, then 
there is no good reason why the Government 
should not also guarantee some astronomer's 
bonds and build a road to the moon for him. 


l eee A GRAVE QUES- 


We understand that a very respectable law- 
yer of this city has given a professional opin- 
ion to a bank in one of the Eastern States 
that the City of Chicago is not legally held to 
the payment of any of the outstanding cer- 
tificates of indebtedness of the City of Chi- 
cago, on the grounds that they are unconsti- 
tutional and void. We understand, further, 
that he intimates that the only persons liable 
for the same are those who have issued and 
‘whose names are signed to them. 

These certificates have been issued by the 
city during many years, but always until re- 
cently under the express authority of law. 
During the various amendments to the city 
charter the power to make temporary loans 
in anticipation of the cojlection of taxes to 
pay the interest on the various bonds of the 
city, and to pay the current expenditures un- 
der appropriations previously made, were 
continued and re-enacted. ‘The power to do 
so was contained in the old charter, which 
the ballot-box stuffers destroyed last spring. 

The following provisions of the old charter 
covered the case : | 

Act of Feb. 15, 1865, Sec. 5. To provide for month- 
ly, or any other, payments which shall have been au- 
thorized by the Common Council, and required to be 
made at any time before the collection of the taxes of 
any year, the Comptroller may, with the sanction of 
the Mayor and Finance Committee, borrow the neces- 
sary money for a time not longer than the Ist day of 
February next thereafter. 

Act of April 19, 1869, See. 7.— The Mayor and 
Comptroller may make temporury loans to pay special 
assessments against city property when due, and may 
make all temporary loans, now provided for, falling 
due on the Ist day of June of cach year. 

Besides these provisions, there were others 


authorizing temporary loams to meet interest 


and other specific expenditures. These 
charter provisions continued to be the law of 
the city until, in April, 1875, the Mayor, a 
portion of the City Council, and a gang of 
ballot-box stuffers repealed all these provis- 
ions of law by the adoption of an entirely 
new city charter, which especially prohibits 
any general or special loans for permanent or 
temporary purposes, or any loan or debt of 
any kind for any purpose whatsoever, so long 
as the existing debt of the city exceeded 5 per 
cent of the assessed value of the taxable 
property within the city. 

Here is the point-blank provision of the 
charter of 1872, adopted by the City-Hall 
ballot-box stuffers in April, 1875 : 

Ant, V., Sec. 1. The City Council in cities, and the 
Board of Trustees in villages, shall have the following 


powers: 

Fifth—To borrow money on the credit of the cor- 
poration for corporate purposes, and issue bonds 
therefor, in such amounts and form and on such con- 
ditions as it shall prescribe, but shall not become in- 
debted in any manner or for any purpose to an amount, 
including existing indebtedness, in the aggregate to 
exceed five (5) per centum on the value of the taxable 
property therein, to be ascertained by the last assess- 
ment for State and county taxes previous to the incur- 
ring of such indebteaness; and, before or at the time 
of incurring any indebtedness, shall provide for the 
collection af a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the 
interest on such debt as it falis due, und also to pay 
and discparge the principal thereof, within twenty 
years after contracting the same. 

This section is almost a transcript of the 
State Constitution, and whatever doubt there 
may have existed as to whether the old city 


charter was set aside by the adoption of the 


| new Oenstitution, there can be no question

| whatever that this provision placed in the 
everything in 


new charter directly repealed 

the old charter which was by the 
adoption of the new one in April, 1875. The 
constitutional prohibition was re-enacted in 
the new city charter, and is final and con- 
clusive against the authority of the city to 
borrow one dollar of money so long as the 
existing city debt exceeds 5 per centum of 
the assessed value of the taxable property 
within the city. 

The excellent and upright gentlemen who 
stuffed the ballot-boxes, or paid for having 
them stuffed in April last with money and 
offices, to force the new charter upon the 
people, can now congratulate themselves 
upon having rendered the issue of any cer 
tificate of indebtedness since May, 1875, ille- 
gal and void. 

The City of Chicago has a Law Depart- 
ment, which, judging by its cost, is well 
learned in the law. The Comptroller is also 
a lawyer, and the Mayor was so thoroughly 
convinced that the new charter had sponged 
out the old one that he did not hesitate to 
take the chances of treating judicial process 
with contempt. We have before ts a city 
certificate, dated as late as Jan. 27, 1876, 
signed by the Mayor, Comptroller, and City 
Clerk, which recites: e 

This loan having been suthorized by Sec. 25 of 
amendments tothe city charter, approved Feb, 16, 
1865, and by Sec. 7 of an act of the General Assembly 
of the State of Illinois, amending the city charter, 
approved April 19, 1809. 

Can it be possible that the city authorities 
do not know that these sections of the laws 
of 1865 and of 1869 have been utterly re- 
pealed, and are no more in force in Chicago 
at this time than if they had never been en- 
acted? The gale or issue of any certificates 
with such a recital on their face is unfortu- 
| mate, because the recital is unquestionably 
false. The present charter expressly states 
that, from the time of the adoption thereof, 
the provisions of this act shall be applica- 
ble to such cities and villages, and all laws in 
conflict therewith shall no longer be applica- 
ble.” The old charter says the city may bor. 
row money for temporary purposes; the new 
charter declares that the city shall not create 
a debt of any kind for any purpose; and it 
can hardly be claimed that these two proposi- 
tions are consistent with each other. 

It should be understood by persons and 
corporations who hold any of these certifi- 
cates of the city that, while their illegality 
must be conceded, there is no purpose or in- 
tention on the part of the city or its people 

to repudiate or evade the payment of any 
part of the debt. Taxes have been levied 
for the debts represented by these certifi- 
cates, and as these taxes are collected the 
certificates will be paid. There are outstand- 
ing, due, and uncollected taxes, applicable to 
the redemption of these certificates, in excess 
of the amount thereof. 

The illegality of these certificates being 
now hardly an open question, they reciting 
that they are issued under laws which have 
notoriously been repealed, their further issue 
ought to cease. The Common Council must 
see the importance of an immediate contrac- 
tion of expenditure, as the expenditures of 
the city can only be paid in cash, and can no 
longer be satisfied with certificates. The 
Council might now repeal many of the unex- 
pended appropriations of last year, and thus 
economize neerly a million of dollars. All 
contracts for future expenditure must cease 
until taxes can be levied and collected. The 
further issue of illegal paper can only serve 
to corhplicate matters and add to the existing 
embarrassment. 


THE COMING CITY ELECTION. 

The municipal charter now in force in the 
City of Chicago provides that the whole 
number of Aldermen of the city shall be 
thirty-six, all of whom have to be elected at 
the first election, which takes place in April 
next. The charter provides that the Council 
may divide the city into one-half as many 
wards as there are Aldermen, and that two 
Aldermen shall be elected from each ward; 
or, failing any such division, the whole num- 
ber must be elected by general ticket. We 
do not suppose that the present Common 
Council has any intention to let the people of 
the city elect a new Common Council by gen- 
eral ticket. We think the election of a Com- 
mon Council on that plan might be an im- 
provement on the ward system. There have 
never been in this city any particular ward 
interests which have required special 
defenders and champions, the inhab- 
itants of each locality sharing -alike in 
the general representation. The ward 
plan of selecting. Aldermen has been 
mainly kept alive for the benefit of 
ward politicians, who, however conspicuous 
in their own localities, would be overlooked 
by the people of the city generally. To elect 
the whole Board at ane time, on one ticket, 
would require each candidate to be voted for 
or against by the public generally; and, while 
this plan would most probably secure a bet- 
ter selection of Aldermen, it would remand to 
private life a large number of aspiring states- 
men whose services might be dispensed with 
by the city without any serious loss. We 
may, therefore, look to a redivision of the 
city into wards by the Common Council. 

For this redivision there have been several 
plans proposed. The wards are directed to 
be as nearly equal in population as may be. 
But there has been no census of the city 
since 1870. A school census taken in Octo- 
ber, 1874, unofficially reported the whole pop- 
ulation then as 395,408. An exact apportion- 
ment would require each ward to have 21,967 
population: By this ratio the several divisions 
would be allotted : 

South Division—Four wards, and 8,703 surplas, 


North Division—Tohree wards, ard 12,680 surplus, 
West Division—Ten wards, and 1,204 surplus. 


On this hypothetical basis the North Di- 
vision, having more than one-half the whole 
surplus, would be entitled to four wards. The 
present division of wards is: West Side, 9; 
South Side, 6; North Side, 5. This would 
require the setting off of a new ward in the 
West, and the extinguishment of one ward 
in the North, and of two in the South Di- 
vision. Another plan is to leave the West 
Division with its present nine wards, and, 
uniting the First and Second Wards into one 
ward, and the Nineteenth and Twentieth 
Wards into one ward, thus reduce the whole 
number to the charter number,—eighteen, — 
leaving a more equitable arrangement until 
| after the census of 1880. 

It is claimed that this would more equally 
represent the population of the city as indi- 
cated by the vote cast last fall, which was 
equally full in each division, and was as fol- 
lows, taking the vote for County Treasurer as 


West Division. 

Taking these figures as the basis, the South 
Division should have five wards, North four, 
and West Division nine wards. We presume 
this would be satisfactory until the census 
four years hence, in 1880. 

The charter enumerates the city officers to

City Clerk, Attorney, and Treasurer. These 
have to be elected by popular vote. The 
charter further provides that the Council 
may, by ordinance, provide for the election 
by the people of Collector, Marshal, Superin- 
tendent of Streets, Corporation Counsel, 
Comptroller, and ‘such other” officers as 
the Council may decide. The Common 
Council has already created the offices of City 
Marshal and Fire Marshal, and these officers 
are to be appointed by the Mayor with the 
advice and consent of the Council. It is to be 
hoped that the Council will not add to the list 
of the officers required to be elected by the peo- 
ple. If it were possible to reduce the existing 
list, it would be a benefit. The offices of 
Comptroller, Corporation Counsel, Fire Mar- 
shal, are not of a character to be satisfactorily 
filled by popular election. They, as well as 
all the others, may be safely left to be select- 
ed from among the fittest by the Mayor. 
The hope, therefore, is that the Council will 
not undertake to enlarge the list of elective 
offices; and that, instead, it will order a 
special election to fill the vacancy in the 
office of Mayor, so that in April next the 
City of Chicago may have not only a newly- 
elected Board of Aldermen, and other city 
Officers, but also a newly-elected Mayor, 
fresh from the people, clothed with power to 
select wise and competent subordinate of- 
ficers in all the branches of the City Govern- 
ment.

SCHENCK AND THE EMMA MINE. 

It is now quite authoritatively settled that 
the resignation of Gen. Scuzncn as Minis- 
ter to the English Court has been tendered 
and will be accepted, much to the gratifica- 
tion of the American people. As that resig- 
nation has been mainly caused by the scan- 
dal of his connection with the Emma Mine 
swindle, a resume of this famous speculation 
will be of interest. 

Four years ago a number of confiding En- 
gushmen put $5,000,000 cash into shares of 
the company which owned the mine. The 
Board of Directors consisted of two hawks, — 
an American and an Englishman, Trewor W. 
Pam and Apert Grant,—and several stool- 
pigeons, among them the Minister of the 
United States to the Court of St. James, 
who sold his name for bait in con- 
sideration of a bribe of $9,000 (18 per cent 
on $50,000) per year. One or two dividends 
were paid out of the capital, and then came 
the collapse of the glittering bubble. Scuzncx 
crawled out, and tried to excite sympathy by 
seying that he had lost everything. Pax, 
Grant, ed al., were put out. A new set of 
Directors, known as the Gan Board, 
from the name of the Chairman, was chosen. 
Then came some curious maneuvres. The 
Gaben Board coquetted with its prede- 
cessors, failed to prosecute them, refused to 
let shareholders examine the books, and did 
only one thing energetically. That was to 
spend money. It found £16,000 in the Treas- 
ury, and had got rid of most of it when the 
third and present Board was elected. Then 
the GarpINEeR gang refused to go out, and 
spent the rest of the £16,000 in paying law- 
yers to resist the Board chosen by the share- 
holders. When they lost their suit they hid 
the books and papers. These, however, 
have since been produced under stress of an 
order of the Vice-Chancellor. The accounts 
fail to make any satisfactory showing for the 
squandered £16,000, but one of the items is 
£25 for a suit of clothes for Mr. Gan. 
The new Board has for its Chairman Mr. A. 
W. MacDovaat, a wealthy Scotchman, who 
is furious at having been tricked, and pro- 
poses to make somebody smart for it. He 
has offered to conduct the necessary suits at 
his own expense, and the shareholders voted, 
on the 21st ult., to accept the offer. 

Meanwhile, the Company isin a very bad 
way. The Gans Board stopped working 
the mine in December, 1874. Pank has since 
trumped up some sort of claim against it; got 
a judgment; attached mine, tools, and ore; 
put a Deputy-Marshal in charge ; and now has 
the right to sell out the whole thing within 
twenty-one days of the time he chooses to 
give notice. The Englishmen, who, trusting 
to Pak, Schuck, Grant, and others, put 
$5,000,000 into the scheme, now have neither 
money nor mine. 

The suits brought by Mr. MacDovaatt are 
against the éx-Directors, whom the Courts 
are asked to hold responsible for the false 
statements in the prospectus, and summons 
has been served on Gen. Scuence. It will 
be much better for him, and certainly less 
mortifying to the people of this country, 
whom he has been misrepresenting, to de- 
fend himself as a private individual rather 
than as United States Minister. The most 
grateful thing he can do will be to take his 
work on draw-proker and such fragments of 
reputation as he has left, and come home 
with them and stay at home. 


CHASE; A COMPARISON, 

The rumors relative to the disagreement 
between President Grant and Secretary 
Bristow have been revived, and this time 
with more appearance of truth than ever. 
The character of the issue between them is 
not distinctly outlined, but it can be well 
imagined. The President’s ear has been 
gained by men who have sought to persuade 
him that Secretary Bristow has been manag- 
ing his Department with reference to his 
own succession to the Presidential chair, and 
that Gen. Bivrorp Won, Solicitor of the 
Treasury, has been using his position to turn 
the whisky prosecutions against the Presi- 
dent’s particular friends. Secretary Bis- 
tow, on his side, cannot voluntarily retire 
from the Treasury because of any vague mis- 
understanding with the President, since such 
a course would place him under the suspi- 
cion of having grown weary of well-doing and 
having yielded to the pressure of the Whis- 
ky Ring; nor can he consent to the removal 
of Solicitor Wrison, since the whisky prose- 
cations have been conducted mainly under 
his supervision, and since many of them 
would probably fail if the Government were 
deprived of his services. Here is the situa- 
tion, A recent dispatch to the New York 
Tribune, which has special avenues of in- 
formation on this subject, outlines it as fol- 


lows : 

The fact need no longer be concealed that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury must soon part 
company. Gen. Grant is no longer satisfied with Mr. 
Bristow, and the latter is becoming restive and dissat- 
isfied with his present honors. The distance 
between the two gentlemen has not reached that point 
where personal intercourse of an agreeable nature is 
no longer possible, but each is more at ease im other 
society; whether from any known cause, if from any 
cause, is not a matter of discussion now; but there is 
a feeling between the two that is difficult to describe, 
but which produces a constant constraint and embar- 
rassment. That it has its foundation in the Bascock 
matter is generally admitted, but until the case is dis- 
posed of by the Court, no discussion ig voucheafed, A 
change in the Treasury Department is possible within 
a few days.

It is cer- 
tain, however, that Mr. Barstow will not re- 
tire himself, nor consent to Gen. Wrs0n’s 
removal, without an invitation from the 
President amounting tos removal of both. 
In this way the burden of the change and the 
responsibility for its consequences will rest 
solely upon President Grant. It is a burden 
which he should avoid and a responsibility 
which his sincere friends will advise him 
earnestly not to assume. No man is Wise 


enough to foretell what the consequences 


may be. It is only known, to begin 
with, that the prosecutions of the Whisky 
Ring have met with a wider and more popu- 
lar approval than any other act of the pres- 
ent Administration ; that they were initiated 
with the approval of the President by Secre- 
tary Bristow, and vigorously, honestly, and 
untiringly pursued by Solicitor Wiso; that 
they are in keeping with the sentiment pub- 
licly proclaimed as coming from President 
Grant that “no guilty man shall escape”; 
and that the enforced retirement of these 
two gentlemen in the very midst of the good 
work they have undertaken will probably 
lead to confusion and perhaps to the defeat 
of the reform. This is the danger that con- 
fronts the President, and it is one where 
‘* discretion is the better part of valor.” 

We are naturally prompted to revert toa 
peculiar situation under President Lixcouy’s 
first term, which has many points of similar- 
ity with the present relations between Grant 
and Berstow. At that time Mr. Cuasz, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, was an open 
and avowed candidate for President at 
the expiration of Lrvcorn’s first term. 
Many of Lcorx's friends, feeling that 
he was entitled by precedent to a 
second term, that the country needed 
him, and that Secretary CASA was using a 
powerful Cabinet position to defeat him, 
urged LM LN to remove Caase. LMO 
reply was uniform and to this purpose: No. 
The country needs Secretary Onasz in the 
position he now holds. He is doing good 
work. He has a right to be a candidate for 
President if he chooses. The office belongs 
to the people. and it is for them to fill it. If 
the people conclude, on the whole, that it is 
for their best interesst to ‘swap horses,’ I 
shall defer to their judgment. I shall even 
think that they are right, and I shall take my 
hat and go back to Springfield content with 
the popular verdict.” Thus Mr. Laxcoun 
persistently and manfully refused either to 
remove Secretary Cuasz or in any way inter- 
fere with him in his important duty of ac- 
quiring from the people the enormous “ways 
and means” of prosecuting the war against 
the Rebellion. 

Mr. Brtstow is as essential to the welfare 
of the country in making war upon the whis- 
ky-thieves as Mr. Cuasz was at that time in 
finding the money to carry on the war against 
the Rebellion. Gen. Grant has had his two 
terms of office, and both the precedents of 
the nation and the sentiment of the American 
people are opposed to his having a third. It 
does not require in his case so much self- 
control and heroism to retain Bristow as it 
did in LN to retain Cuasz. He will not 
be so readily forgiven for the error of remov- 
ing his Secretary as Lixco.n would have been 
if he had removed Cause. In thinking of it, 
he is playing with fire. To doit will be to risk 
the forfeiture of much of the fair reputation 
he has earned, and perhaps darken the re- 
mainder of his public career under the 
shadow of a lowering and ominous cloud, 
and to court the censure of history. These 
are considerations which should restrain him 
from any such purpose as has been accredited 
to him, even if he has not at heart the wel- 
fare of the Republican party, with which his 
political fortunes have been identical, and

THE TERMINAL GRAIN CHARGES. 

There is little question but the charges of 
$2 a car for switching and $1 a car for 
„ trimming that are now made on grain 
consigned to Chicago elevators will be abol- 
ished, the railroads giving up the former and 
the elevators the latter. These are to be 
surrendered simply because they are too 
unusual and extorti to be sustained. 
The Western railroads have consented, and 
the matter remains only to be confirmed by 
the Eastern railroads, who will scarcely re- 
fuse their consent. The abrogation of these 
charges will relieve Chicago grain of about 1 
cent a bushel, which has heretofore been im- 
posed on it as a toll over and above what 
grain has had to pay at other terminal points. 
So far so good. But to place Chicago on an 
equal footing with other cities competing for 
the grain business of the Northwest, so that 
its natural advantages may fally assert fhem- 
selves, it is necessary that there should be a 
still further reduction in elevator charges, or, 
at least, that those who ship to this point 
shall be relieved. The present system of 
elevator charges is 2 cents per bushel for 
receiving, delivery, weighing, and elevation, 
including twenty days’ storage or any part 
thereof, and 4 cent per bushel for every ten 
days’ storage thereafter. These charges are 
excessive as compared with other cities. In 
Philadelphia the charge for the first storage of 
fifteen days is 1 cent a bushel; in Baltimore 
for ten days, 1} cents; in Toledo, we believe 
it is only I cent, and never more than 1 cent. 
The Chicago charges are also exorbitant in 
themselves, since, at the present rate, the 
ele vator pool has been able to support two 
or three idle elevators all the time, besides 
making excessive profits for all. There is no 
need of any further illustration to prove that 
there should be a reduction. 

The fairest proposition that bas been made 
relative to a relief from these exorbitant 
charges is that (1) they shall be reduced by 
the elevators to 1 cent a bushel for seven or

every other distributing point, if they would 
maintain their business; and we have been 
given to understand that they will consent to 
pay the first storage charge if the elevators 
will reduce it to 1 cent a bushel as proposed. 
The elevators, on the other hand, can afford 
to handle the grain for 1 cent if Toledo ele- 
vators can make money by charging only 
three-fourths ofa cent; and if Philadelphia can 
take from the cars, weigh in and out, elevate 
and store for fifteen days, for 1 cent, 
then the same amount will certain- 
ly pay the Chicago elevators for one-half 
the time, especially in view of the fact that 
the change will lead to an increase in their 
business. Nobody asks that the elevators 
should do this business for nothing, nor at a 
loss; but theglemand is reasonable that their 
‘‘pool” should be broken up, and that the 
working elevators should not be required to 
support those which are idle. It may also be 
fairly exacted that a system be not sustained 
which tends to build up more elevators than 
are needed, to be supported by the common 
“pool.” The ultimate welfare of both ele- 
vators and railroads is equally involved with 
other interests in the reduction of all termi- 
nal charges at Chicago to at least as lowa 
rate as they are in other competing cities, and 
the Board of Trade must not abandon the 
matter until they shall have accomplished a

The answer to this is that the American 
Congress is not a constitutional body in the 
same sense as the French Assembly, which 
creates the Constitution, nor as the British 
Parliament, whose laws have constitutional 
force of themselves. Congress was created 
by the Constitution, and is in every respect 
subject to it, like the other branches 
of the United States Government. It has no 
powers except those expressly defined and 
delegated to it by the Constitution. It de- 
rives no powers by implication, except such 
as it may assume as a war necessity, and 
which receive the tacit acquiescence of the 
people. The passage of the Legal-Tender 
act is an instance of this. But the specific 
powers of Congress are defined in Sec. 8, 
Art. I., of the Constitution, and it cannot go 
outside of these powers. 

In reply to the first question, therefore, it 
is evident that Congress has no power to dis- 
pose of any United States territory, either 
with or without the consent of the people 
inhabiting the section proposed to be sold. 
And, though the United States Congress has 
assumed to indorse the purchase of territory, 
Mr. Jzrrznson was doubtful whether he had 
constitutional authority to act when he made 
the purchase of Louisiana. i 

In reply to the second question, it may be 
maid in a general way that there is only one 
way in which a State could retire from the 
Union, and that is by the consent of a Con- 
stitutional Convention of the people of all the 
United States, called and held as provided in 
Art. V. of the Constitution, and ratified by

FRENCH ILLITERACY. 

One of the most prolific sources of the 
misfortunes of France is the astonishing 
illiteracy of her people. The London Tunes, 
in a recent article upon the political situation 


statistical information upon this point. 
returns of 1872 respecting the number of 
French men, women, and children who can 
neither read nor write show that the num- 
ber over 6 and under 20, was 2,082,338, and 
over 20, 7, 702,362. Thus it appears that as 
late as 1872, out of a total population of 
36,109,921, there were 9,784,700 who could 
neither read nor write of those above 6 years 
of age. The ratio of population over 20 
years of age in any country is about one- 
half, showing that nearly one-half of the 
adults of France can neither read nor 
write. There is perhaps no _ civilized 
country in the world that presents such 
dreadful illiteracy as this, and it is specially 
singular that it should exist among a people 
who are remarkable for their intellectual 
quickness and subtlety, and who have pro- 
duced some of the finest scientific minds of 
the present century, and some of the finest 
writers in romance and imagination. 

The Republicans of France have recog- 
nized this illiteracy as the source of their 
political evils; and, during the past few 
years, under the lead of M. Jurns Sntom, 
they have lessened the proportion somewhat 
by establishing district schools in a few of 
the 36,000 Communes into which France is

One of the coolest, shrewdest, 
and bravest customers of a leading Wall street 
broker firm is a Broadway dealer in bogus dia- 
monas. A few weeks ago his margins on stock 
orders were eaten up several times, but he came 
up with fresh greenbacks each time, and finally 
came off victorious a few dollars ahead. 
This man sells from $1,000 to $1,500 per day. 
and it is believed by parties in the 
trade that the profits are at least 
85 per cent. Another dealer, who supplies the 
trade, last week made an imitation of two-soli- 
taires (the genuine worth $1,000 each), for 
which be charged the jeweler @5 apiece. They 
were placed in the settings of the genuine, and 
the customer charged $50 for thetwo. It is as- 
serted by a detective, who had mvestigated the 
subject, that it is a common experience for jew- 
elers with whom diamonds are left, to have the 
settings altered, toexchange the diamond for 
paste.

It ws only of such that 
the private details of individual life are of in- 
terest to the public; and I insist, with all due 
respect to the family and friends, tnat the book 
in its titie, ‘Life of George Ticknor,’ aod its 
private details and descriptions of his life, is a 
mistake. If all this had o left ont, and we 
had had simply the very interesting journal aod 
letters of travel, it would have been quite suffi- 
cient, and all that the reading public have any 
business with or desire for.”

AN OLD LANDMARK GONE. 


— 


Fall of the Great Eim on Boston Com- 
mon. 
Boston Advertiner, Feb. 16, 

The old elm on Boston Common received its 
death-blow early last evening from the storm, 
aud this relic of 250 years ago will be seen no 
more. It suffered severe injuries from gales in 
1860 and 1869, but each time recovered its life and 
vigor. It had got to be so old and weak, how- 
ever, at the last, that the storm of yesterday, 


although not a very rough one, was sufficient to 


crush oat its existence. The tree fell at about 
quarter-past 7 o'clock, toward Park street. The 
news of its fall was soon circulated around 
town, and in a very short time a crowd gathered, 
and even upto midnight there were quite sa 
uumber of visitors. The usual mania for carry- 
ing away portions of the old landmark as curios- 
ities was exhibited in a large degree, and at the 
first ot the evening the tree began to vanish vita 
amazing rapidity ; but later a guard of police was 
stationed there to prevent any part of it being 
taken. It was by no meaus an unusualsight to see 
some curiosity-seeker rushing aloug the walks 
leading from the tree with a piece of it under the 


arm a most as long as the person himself, and as 


big round as a stove-pipe. Otbers were content- 
ed with fractions large enough for canes, and 
those who could not do any better managed to 
console themselves with pieces large enough for 
ornaments for mantel-pieces. The tree was ve 
rotteu, and its trunk and larger limbs look 
like drain or sewer pipes, so hollow were they. 
A good deal of the tiee, in fact about all the 
smaller limbs and branches, were taken away be- 
fore the police couid prevent it. 
The tres has been known as far beck as tradition 
cap go, aad is represented upon the oldest map 
of the town known to exist, aod which was en- 
gravedin the year 1722. and then was of sufii- 
cient size to have attained distinction. It is 
reasonable to believe that it was growing before 
the arrival of the first colonists. Probably it 
was growing in 1630. Upon its limbs it is sup- 
posed that some of the early executions in the 
old Colony took place, and it is certain that dur- 
ing the Revolutionary struggles of America this 
treo was one of the places of constant resort of 
the sons of liberty, who frequentiy caused it to 
be illuminated with lanterns on eveniogs of re- 
joicings and on festal occasions. It also served 
the purpose of popular feeling and indignation, 
for many has been the Tory who has been hung 
in effigy from its branches. Perhaps oo this 
account it acquired the name Liberty Tree 
which it bore in 1874. The first measurement of 
the great tree of which any account was made 
was taken in 1785. The dimensions were as fol- 
lows: Height, 65 feet; eircumference, A feet 8 
inches, 2 feet 6 inches from the ground, and the 
branches extended in diameter 86 feet. It was 
as handsome in form as it was large in size and 
venerable in age. Later measurements, in 1844, 
showed that the tree had not ceased to grow. In 
the summer of 1832 it was much mjured by the 
violence of a storm, and its largest limbs were so 
much cleft asunder as to aliow them to rest 
three Lraoches upon tue ground; but they were 
subsequently, at much cost and labor, restoied 
to their former position, and were sustained in 
place by iron bolts and braces. It was again 
dismembered by the gale of June, 1860, ite 
beauty being destroyed without hove of removal. 
The cavity in the trunk was filled with eight 
cartloads of material. On the great brancno 
that was blown off 190 rings couid be counted. 
By the gale of September, 1869, a large limb, 
measuring 42 inches in circumference, was 
blown off. Up to 1830 the ground around the 
tree was swampy. and the cows pastured on the 
common used to find shelter beneath its braneb- 
es. Under the reign of Mayor Otis, in 1830, the 
cows were banished and the low land around the 
tree was filled up. In 1854, Mayor Smith bad 
the tree pruned and cared for, and placed around 
it an octagonal fence, which bears upon an oval 
tablet secured to the gate the following imacrip- 
tion: 
THE OLD ELM. 

This tree has been standing here for an unknown 

riod. It is believed to have existed before the st- 
lement of Boston, being full grown in 1722, exhibited 
marks of old age in 1792, and was nearly destroyed by 
a storm in 1832. Protected by an iron inclosure in 
1884.

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Mathematical Faculty of Crows, 
Communacation to Portiand Advertiser. 

There must be oddsincrows as well as in 
deacons. Your correspondents whose letter was 
published yesterday describes the performan ces 
of some crows of his acquaintance who could on- 
ly count one:; I have known others which count 
ed three with ease and accuracy. A farmer in 
Maine, who had a large cornfield in which the 
grain was just sprouting above the soil, was 
greatly annoyed by the depredations of crows, 
which used to congregate in great numbers io 2 
clump of trees near the boundary wall. and after 
vociferously talking the matter over for awhile, 
swoop down among the spreading rows. ‘This 
was some years ago, before farmers and others 
had learned that the crow more than pays his 
board by destroying the insects which are much 
more expensiye pensioners upon the agri- 
culturiet than” crows; andthe farmer vowed 
vengeance upon the corn-pullers, and laid in 
wait for them often and long without success. 
In the centre of the cornfield was a small board 
shanty, aud the farmer noticed that whenever 
be was in this building, although be was quite 
concealed from the crows, they would never 
come down to be shot. As soon as he left the 
field, however, they would come down by hun- 
dreds. They could evidently count one. The 
idea occurred to him to test their further skill in 
mathematics. The next day he took his son to 
the shanty, and after » time sent him home, 
thinking that after the crows had seen one Re 
son leave the field, they would suppose the - 
ger past, and come down. But they wisely kept 
aloof, and not until after he had himself started 
for home did they venture to alight in the corp. 

The next day he took two persons with him 
with the same result; fires one person left the 
field, then another, the crows cawing their ap- 
proval, but remaining in their safe position, and 
not uutil the third person had been seen to de- 
part from tbe field would the cunning creatures 
trust themselves within gunshot of the little 
building. The next day half a dozen persons en- 
tered it. Presently one of them went back 
across the field. Thecrows mentioned the fact 
among themselves, but kept their distance, 
among the trees. Another person went away, 
with the same result. Directly a third emerged 
from the building and disappeared. The unhappy 
crows, having reached the end of their mathe- 
matical rope, came down, in platoons, to their 
deferred breakfast, unaware of the three armed 
enemies still remaining in the building, who at 
once opened tire upon the poor birds, whose great 
misfortune was that they were uvable to count 
more than three. 

This experiment was tried repeatedly, with 
six, seven, and eight pereons; but the crows 
never failed to take the position that there 
could be no more than three, and when three de- 
parted, they invariably descended to their doom.

The Serious Domestic Calamity of a 
Russiaa Consul, 
Pail Mali Gazetic. 

The Eastern question is likely to be still far- 
ther complicated by a disagreeable iucident that 
has octutred in Thessaly. The dressing-gown 
of the Russian Consular Agent at Larissa has 
been torn to ebreds by an infuriatdéi soldier. It 
seems by a letter from Volo, dated Dec. 24 
that the Consular Agent, Hadji Lazzaro, 
occasion to send his servant a short distance from 
the house. The man was attacked by several 
soldiers, who beat bim severely and even fol- 
lowed him home.

upwards, and by further reductions of the rate cs the 
increase of business permits.

A number of the members 
of the Museum company pride themselves upoo 
being common-sense actors. It all depends 
upon the meaning of the term whether they are 
so or pot. Common-sense has been associated 
of late years with the idea of plainness and 
simplicity, and later still with the hard substance 


o conditions aud 
Tuey are the 


mon-sense— which makes it syn- 
ouymous with a low order of shrewdness and 
skill in dealing with men of affaire is a species of 
vuigarism. Professors of commooc-sense are al- 
most invariably vuigarians. The school of com- 
man- enge actors, no doubt, mean only to esiab- 
lish a claim to being simple and natural. Their 
style is that of private life, their speech is 
pitched in an easy conversational tone, and their 
emotions are :epressed or let out for an airing 
under the strictest restraint. The idea of acting 
requires something more thao this; and com- 
mon-sense itself dictates that whatever means are 
appropriate toa worthy end should be used. 
Conversation on the stage should be -louder and 
more artificial than in private life; tae step 
must be longer; gestures moge frequeuit and 
; the expression of emotion more 
decided and uncontrolled. The whole truth is 
summed up ip the statement that common-sense 
dees not exclude fancy, but is the basis and woof 
of it. There is nothing meritorious in passive 
acting for its own sake. 
ME. LOUIS JAMES 
enforced the distinction between genuine and 
fictitious common-sense on the stage by his act- 
ing in Devotion during the past week. Mr. 
James labored under some disadvantage in hav- 
ing a company of inferior actors about him, 
though at times the contrast told strongiy in bis 
favor. He is, in the first place, a man of per- 
ceptions,—capable of bringing out all the fine 
ints im a character, and giving it 
ight or shade as it requires. He has, moreover, 
ihe prime qualification of an actor,—cultivauon, 
‘mn a limited sense, actors are born, not made. 


Chey are never born, however, with all the fac- 


uties and endowments that are necessary to suc-

nistake in the world than the general assump- 
aon of Western managers that ignorance and 
oarseness can find an appropriate home on the 
tage.

AT HOME. 
THE MUSICAL COLLEGE CONCERT. 

There were but two prominent musical events 
last week,—the annual Musical College concert 
on Monday evening, and the second regular con- 
dert by the Beethoven Society on Thursday even- 
ing. both at McCormick's Hall. The College 
concert was attended by avery large andience, 
every seat in the hall being filled, showing that 
these concerts are increasing in popularity each 


succeeding year. The programme was an excel- 
lent one, and the performance of it was of such 
a character that the performers could hardly be 
called amateurs. It was introduced with the 
overture to The Marriage of Figaro,” which was 
led by Mr. Louis Falk. The second number was 
Rubinstein's concerto for piano with orchestral 
accompaniment, which was played by Mias Clara 
Murdoch, ope of Mr. Ziegfeld's best pupils. It 
willbe remembered that this lady last year 
played the first part of the Hummél concerto in 
A minor, and at that time surprised the audience 
witb ber fine playing. Inthe performance of 
the Rubinstein concerto she showed great prog - 
ress in all the qualities in which she 
excelled last year, while, beyond the mere ex- 
cellence of touch and technique, she evinced 
remarkable ability in conception and interpre- 
tation. The third number was a double one— 

„Greeting aod Autumn Song of Mendele- 
sohn, which wete sung by the Misses Fanny Giles 
and Lizzie Foresman, with good expression.

most higuly during his season here, and who 
gives briluant promise for the fatme.

Lewis and Eienheim, the former playing the 
piano part very appreciatively. The ninth sum- 
ver, Terechack’s ** Caprici de Concert for flute, 
was played by Master Otto Oesterle, a young lad

SOME PARIS MODELS. . 

Lucy Hooper writes from Paris to Appletons 
Journal: 

Does any lover of art, in an ecstasy before 
some painting representing Eve, Venus, or some 
undraped nymph, ever question himself or her- 
self respecting the probable fate of the model 
from whose living beauty the artist has won the 
charm of his picture? Chance has recently 
made me acquainted with the history of one of 
those radiant originals whose graces have been 
immortalized by art. When visiting the studio of 
the celebrated artist Lefebvre recently, I paused 
in admiration before the original sketch of that 
exquisite image of pure and girlish loveliness, 
the Chloe,“ that was one of the gems of the 
last Salon, and that in photographic repro- 
duction has proved 80 immensely pop- 
ular, “The model who sat to me for that 
picture, esid M. Lefebvre, “was but 17 
years of age; andso exquisite was her form 
in outline and proportion that I was scarcely 
obliged to alter or to idealize a siogle line. She 
sat to me during the entire winter. and in the 
spring I quitted Paris to travel through Holland 
and Belgium. On my return 1 found that the 
poor young creature was dead. She was a girl 
of more refinement and elevation of sentiment 
than is usually to be found among persons of 
ber position, and, being in the hands of a gavg 
of low confederates, they had attempted to 
force her into a way of life from which ber soul 
revolted. Thus driven to despair, the poor 
child poisoned herself by washiog phosphorus 
from friction-matecbes and theu swallowing the 
decoction. Sbe was taken to the hospital, where 
she died in a few hours; and, as ber unnatural 
relatives refused to claim the body, it was 
banded over to the doctors of the establishment 
for dissection. Had I but been in Paris,” add- 
ed the artist, in a tone of deep feeling, I could 
bave saved ber from that last indignity, atieast.” 
Such was the final destination of that fair 
and exquisite form which, reproduced with tha: 
chaste idealization which bas made of Lefebvre 
the purest of all painters of the nude. remains 
one of the most refined and delicate of all mod- 
ero representations of the female form di- 
vine.” 

The trade of a model in Paris is a flourishin 
and lucrative one. Many of the women eugag 
in it are perfectly virtuous, being always accom - 
panied by a mother or sister when they go to sit, 
and being treated with the utmost respect by the 
artists who employ them. Most of the celebrat- 
ed painters will engage a fine model for months, 
or eveu for years, so diflicul: is it to discover 
oue that at ali approaches the ideal of the paint- 
er. They receive from 5 to 20 francs a day for 
their services, accordiog to their beauty aod ce- 
lebiity,—tbose who are capable of posing forthe 
entire figure receiving, of course, the bigbest 
pay. A romantic but paiuful story connected 
wita ope of these models was recently related 
tome by an American artist of distinction. A 
few months ago there apveared in that capacity, 
in the art circles of Parw, a young English gir! 
not yet 15, so pertectly and so radiantiy beauti- 
ful that her services were — engaged for 
mooths ahead at the rate of 15 france a day. 
She was uaoder the of aa old Itahan 
woman, aud was a thoroughly naive aud child- 
like creature, delighted to pose for the Enghsh 
aud American artists, because they spoke her 
language, and far more interested in the cakes 
an sugar-plums that were liberally bestowed 
upon her than in the monev she vas making 
or in the ber position.

„There's a heap of trouble on the old man’s 
mind.”

The knowing ones 
passed the phrase from mouth to mouth, while 
the unknowing ones wondered in amazement 
what new job was afloat, or what new combina- 
tion was about to be sprung. The secret of it 
all is that the Council have at last succumbed 
to the wishes of their constituents, and 
have resolyed upon a coup d' etat that 
will summarily end the existence of our live-for- 
ever Mayor on the very day that the new officers 
are elected. Not all of them have thus far 
made up their minds to abide by their con- 
stituents, but the number is already so large as 
to leave no doubt of the success of the measure.

Lees 
than three weeks ago one of those clubs passed

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THE FOUNDLING'S HOME. 

The fifth annual report of the Chicago 
Fondling’s Home, as published in the last num- 
ber of Faith's Record, notices at length the 
progress which that worthy institution has made 
during the past year. The debt on the building 
has, by pt measures, been greatly reduced, 
so that at a not tant day itis hoped that tue 
Home will be finished and entirely free from 
debt. The result of the practical workings of 
the Home will be seen in the statement that 
more than 100 babies have been adopted from 
the institution during the year, and that 
these children are well cared for and given every 
advantage of training and education in their 
new homes. Some attention is paid to the ques- 
tion of salaries, which are certainly very small, 
but the work seems to have been generously un- 
dertaken by those who desire todo good with- 
out hope of reward.

A RIGHTEOUS DECISION. 

At Sprivgficld, day before yesterday, in the case 
of the People vs. Thomas Higginson, murder, 
the Supreme Court reversed the judgment of the 
inferior tribunal, and direoted that the prisoner 
be set at liberty and handsomely compensated 
by the county for his loss of time and annoy- 
ance consequent on bis arrest, imprisonment, 
and sentence to death. The Court said that the 
man whowillfully and with malice prepense 
went into a community whose members, unsus- 
pecting evil, were peacefully engaged in their 
vocations, and drawing his murderous pencil and 
notebook compelled people who were not molest- 
ing bim to surrender, against their will and with- 
out apy compensation therefor, their private 
opinions as to the gtilt or innocence of 
any public official or pastor upon trial, or as to 
his preferences for the Presidency or Mayoralty, 
forfeited all claim to public toleration or proteo- 
tion, and could legally be killed on sight, ana 
his murderer would be held guiltless. The de- 
dision was announced in Tae Tarsuns yester- 
day, and was the theme of universal discussion, 
the soundness and humanity of the law thus in- 
terpreted being much appiauded. Last night a 
man in sheep's clothing provosed to canvass the 
passengers on a car on West Madison street 
about the Babcock case, but a heroic young man 
biew out his brains and pitched his into 
an ash-barrel amid loud cheers.

B. F. ALLEN, 
HIS IOWA HOMESTEAD. 

For some weeks a lively controversy has been

Allen has been fighting this 
claim, and alleging that the property could not 
be touched by his creditors, since it was his 
homestead, and as such wrs sacred under the 
Iowa law. They, on the other hand, asserted 
that he had changed his place of residence from 
Iowa to Lilinois,—from Des Moines to Chicago,— 
and consequeatiy had forfeited his homestead

Allen replied to this, that he had always 
been a loyal citizen of the State where 
bis career of prosperity began, 

that consequentiy he was entitled 
to hold on to that $200,000 cottage. But an ex- 
amination of certain records in the County 
Cierk’s office reveals something which appears 
to upset Mr. Allen, and promises to swell the 
dividends from his estate. At the November 
election of 1874, Mr. Allen cast ballot No. 513 
in the Third Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward.

“SADDLE-ROCK” SMITH. 
SUICIDE OF A WELL-KNOWN OYSTERMAN. 

About haif-past 9 o’clock yesterday morning, 
John L. Smith, more familiar to the public un- 
der the pseudonym *‘ Saddle-Rock Smith,” com- 
mitted suicide at hie late residence in Lake 
View, by shooting himself in the head, causing . 
instant death. The deed was undoubtedly 
done while the deceased was suffering from 
a temporary fit of insanity, caused by despond- 
ency, with which he has been afflicted some 
time, though not until recently so as to incapac- 
itate him from business. He maintained the 
Lakeside House, a resort for gentiemen fre- 
quenters of the road and others, sioce the July 
fire, affording them such entertainment as is | 
ordinarily sought at resorts of a similar char- 
acter. The authorities of Lake View are tena- 
cious as to the enforcement of a village ordi- 
nance probibiting the sale uf liquor within the 
limite of that municipality, and Mr. Smith has 
been subjected to penalties alleged 
infraction thereof. Some time was con- 
victed of a violation of this ition aad 
fined. Refusing to pay the fips, he was 
imprisoned. After remaining in confinement 
for several days, his wife paid the fine assessed 
and he was releared. While incarcerated he 
caught a severe oold, which resulted in an at- 
tack of congestion of the lungs. He 
had previously been with 
asthma and liver complaiut, which 
increased io violence and confined him to his 
room. Two physicians have been in attendance 
upon him fer the past tep days, and on Friday 
announced to Mrs. Smith that her husband 
would not recover. He seemed to he sensible 
of his critical condition, which, as stated, doubt - 
jess impaired his mental faculties. Yesterday 
morning, a short time previous to 
the tragedy, - his wife arose, and 
having regulated the invalid’s room, set about

dow, sayiog that it was a beautiful morning, and 
he wished to look out into the sunshine.

He then wanted to 
know what the physician thought of bis case, 
and was answered encouragingly. He oe 
became flighty, spoke of the cigar license he had 
procured, and regretted the treatment he had 
received from the citizens of Lake View. Finally 
he told her that she was fatigued, and advised 
her to lie down and rest a spell. But she 
declined, and, at his request, went a distance 
from the house to close the front gate, leading 
from the highway tothe premises. When she 
re-entered the room be was still restless, and, 
hearing footeteps on the porch, inquired who it 
was. being told it was the milkman, he sud- 
deny addressed her and asked that she 
would prepare him a milk-punch. She 
left the apartment for that purpose and began 
preparing the beverage. As she raised the lid of 
the ice-box, she was startled by the report of a
